TREATIES. 

Claims Convention with New Granada. 
Concluded at Washington, September 10, 
1857. Ratifications exchanged at Washing- 
ton, November 5, I860. Proclaimed by the 
President of the United States, November 
8, 1860. 

BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA: 

A PROCLAMATION, 

Whereas a convention between t ho United 
States of America and the Republic of New Grana- 
da was signed in the city of Washington on the 
tenth day of September, in the year of our Lord 
one thousand eight hundred and fifty-seven, which 
convention, as amended by the high contracting 
parties, is. word for word, as follows: 

The United States of America and the Republic 
of Now Granada, desiring to adjust the claims of 
citizens of said States against New Granada and to 
cement the good understanding whioh happily sub- 
sists berweon the two Republics, have, for that pur- 
pose, appointed and conferred full powers, respec- 
tively. to wit: The President of the United States 
upon, Lewis Cass, Secretary of State of the United 
States, and the President of Now Granada upon 
General Pedro A. Hcrran. Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary of that Republic in the 
United States, who. after exchanging their full 
o wers, which were found in good and proper form, 
ave agreed to the following articles: 

ARTICLE I. 

All claims on the part of corporations, companies, 
or individuals, citizens of the United States upon 
the government of New Granada, which shall have 
been presented prior to the first day of September, 
one thousand eight hundred and fifty^nine, either 
to the Department of State at Washington, or to 
the minister of the United States at Bogota, "and 
especially those for damages which were caus- d 
by the riot at Panama on the fifteenth of April, 
eighteen hundred and fifty-six, for which the said 
ovornment of New Granada acknowledges its lia- 
.ilify, arising out of its privilege and obligation to 
preserve peace and good order along the transit 
route, shall be referred tea board of commissioners, 
consisting of two members, one of whom shall be 
appointed by the government of the United States 
and one by the government of New Granada. In 
case of the death, absence, or incapacity of either 
commissioner, or in the event of either commission- 
er omitting or ceasing to net, the government ot the 
United States or that of New Granada, respective- 
ly, or the nfinister of the latter in the l ni ted States, 
acting hy its direction, shall forthwith proceed- to 
fill the vacancy thus occasioned. 

The commissioners so named shall meet in the 
city of Washingtonlwithin ninety days from the ex- 
change of the ratifications of this convention, and 
before proceeding to business shall make and sub- 
scribe a solemn oath that they will carefully exam- 
ine and impartially decide, according to justice and 
equity, upon all the claims laid before ttiem, under 
the provisions of this convention by the government 
of the United States. And such oath shall be entered 
on the record of their proceedings. 

The commissioners shall then proceed to name an 
arbitrator or umpire lo decide upon any ease or 
cases on which they may differ in opinion. And if 
they cannot agree in the selection, the umpire shall 
be unpointed by the minister of Prussia to the Uni- 
ted States, whom the two high contracting parties 
shall invite to make such appointment, and whose 
selection shall be conclusive on both parties. 

ARTICLE II. 

The arbitrator being appointed, the commission- 
ers shall proceed to examine and determine the 
claims which may be presented to them, under the 
provisions of this convention, by the Government of 
the United States, together with the evidence sub- 
mitted in support of them, and shall hear, if required, 
one person in behalf of each government on every 
separate claim. Each government shall furnish, upon 
request of either of the commissioners, such papers 
in its possession as the commissioners may deem 
important to the just determination of any claims 
presented to them. In cases where they agree to 
award an indemnity, they shall determine the 
amount to be paid, having due regard, in claims 
which have grown out of the riot at Panama of 
April 15, 1-56, to damages suffered through death, 
wounds, robberies, or destruction of property. In 
cases where they cannot agree the subjects of dif- 
ference shall be referred to the umpire, before 
whom each of the commissioners may be heard, and 
whose decision shall be final. 

ARTICLE III. 

The commissioners shall issue certificates of the 
sums to be paid by virtue of their awards, to the 
claimants, and the aggregate amount of said sums 
shall be paid to the Government of the y nited 
States, at Washington, in equal semi-annual pay- 
ments, the first payment to be made six months 
from the termination of the commission, and the 
whole payment to be completed w ithin eight years 
from tne same date: and each of said sums shall 
bear interest (also payable semi-annually) at the 
rate of six per cent, per annum from the day on 
which the awards, respectively, shall have been de- 
creed. To meet these payments the government of 
New Granada hereby specially appropriates one half 
of the compensation which may accrue to it from 
the Panama Railroad Company, in lieu of postages, 
by virtue of the thirtierh article of the contract oe- 
tween the Republic of New Granada and said com- 
pany, made April 15. 1850, and approved June 4, 
1850, and also one half of the dividends which it 
may receive from the net profits of said road, as 
provided in the fifty-fifth article of the same con- 
tract; but if these funds should prove insufficint to 
make the payments ns above stipulated. New Gran- 
ada will provide other means for that purpose. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The commission herein provided shall terminate 
its labors in nine months from and including the day 
of its organization: shall keep an accurate record of 
its proceedings, and may appoint a secretary to as- 
sist in the transaction of its business. 

ARTICLE V. 

The proceedings of this commission shall be final 
and conclusive with respect to all the claims before 
it, and its awards shall be a full discharge to New 
Granada of all claims of citizens of tho United 
States against that republic which may havo ac- 
crued priurto the signature of this convention. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Each government shall pay its own commissioner, 
but the umpire, as well as the incidental expenses of 
the commission, shall be paid, one_ half by the Uni- 
ted States and tho other naif by New Granada. 

ARTICLE VII. 

The present contention shall be ratified, and the 
ratifications exchanged in Washington. 

In faith whereof, we. the rcsocctive plenipoten- 
tiaries. have signed this convention, and have here- 
unto affixed our seals. 

Done at Washington, this tenth day of Septem- 
ber, in th“ y ar of our Lord one thousand eight hun- 
dred and fifty-seven.

Anl whereas the said convention, as amended, 
has been duly ratified on both parts, and the respec- 
tive ratifications of the same were exchanged at 
Washington on the fifth instant, by Lewis (’ass. 
Secretary of Stato of the United States, and Scnor 
Rafael Pombo, Charge d’Afifaires «<f interim of the 
Granadian Confederacy, on the part of their respec- 
tive governments. 

Now, therefore, be it known, that I, JAMES 
BUCHANAN, President of the United States of 
America, have caused the said convention to be 
made public, to the end that tho same, and ©very 
clause and article thereof, may he observed and ful- 
filled with good faith by the United States and the 
citizens thereof. 

In witness whereof. I have hereunto set my hand 
and caused the seal of the United States to be affix- 
ed.

POSTAL CONVENTION BETWEEN TUB UNITED STATES 
AND BELGIUM. 

Articles agreed upon between the General Post 
Office of the United States of America, by Joseph 
Holt. Postmaster General, in virtue of his constitu- 
tional powers, and the General Post Office of Bel- 
gium, oy his Excellency M. Blondeel Van Cuele- 
broeek, Envoy Extraordinary and. Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary of his Majesty tho King of the Belgians, 
and invested with special powers to that effect, for 
the reciprocal receipt and delivery of letters and 
packets in closed mails to be conveyed through Eng- 
land, under tho fifteenth article of the postal treaty 
between Belgium and Great Britain of the 14th 
(28th) August. 1857, as well as hy any direct lino of 
steamships which may be established between tho 
l nited States and Belgium. In pursuance of this 
object, the following details arc hereby agreed upon, 
viz: 

Article I. There shall be a periodical and regu- 
lar exchange of correspondence between Belgium 
and the United States of America at the times and 
by the means of communication and transport 
which shall be hereafter indicated, as well for let- 
ters, samples of merchandise, newspnpers-and print- 
ed matter, originating in the two countries, as for 
articles of the same nature originating in or intend- 
ed for countries which shall be enabled to make use 
of tho postal service organized by the present con- 
vention. 

When the senders shall not hove indicated any 
other route in the superscription, correspondence of 
every kind, either addressed from Belgium to the 
United States and their Territories, or from the 
I nited States and their Territories to Belgium, 
shall bo invariably comprised in the closed mails 
which the Belgian and United States Post Offices 
shall exchange in conformity to the second article 
of the present convention. 

The two above-mentioned offices reserve to them- 
selves, nevertheless, the right to send and receive 
by such other route as they may think fit. corres- 
pondence originating in or destined for countries to 
which they respectively serve as intermediate 
points, 

Altici.e II. Until other arrangements shall bo 
made, the correspondence to be exchanged between 
the Post Offices of the U nited States and Belgium 
shall be delivered by each party in closed mails at, 
the proper Post Offices in tho United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland, to be transported 
through Great Britain, in conformity with the con- 
vention of August 14 ('21th), 1857, concluded between 
the Post Offices of Belgium and of Great Britain. 

The Post Office of Belgium shall pay the expenses 
resulting from tho transportation in transit of the! 
said closed mails over the British territory, ami across I 
the British channel. The United States Post Office, 
on its side, shall pay the expenses resulting from I 
the transportation of the said mails across tho At- ! 
lantic ocean by the United States packets or by 
those of Great Britain. 

The Belgian Post Office engages itself, neverthe- ‘ 
less, notwithstanding this last clause, and until a I 
contrary decision is taken by common agreement • 
between that office and that of the United States, i 
to pay tho expenses resulting from the transporta- j 
tion across tho A (lantic ocean of articles of printed I 
matter, other than newspaper and periodical works, ! 
for such of said articles of printed matter as shall ; 
be contained in the mails transported by the Brit- } 
ish packets. 1

BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA: 

PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas a Postal Convention between tho Uni- 
ted States of America and His Majesty the King of 
the Belgians was concluded and signed at Washing- 
ton, by the plenipotentiaries of the parties, on the 
twenty-first day of December, one thousand eight 
hundred and fifty-nine, which convention is, word 
for word, as follows: 



from 

by way of England, shall take place through the 
following post offices, to wit: 

1. On the part of the United States through the 
post offices of New York and Boston. 

2. On the part of Belgium through the local office 
O.'tend. traveling effice O.stend, amj Antwerp. 

The exchange offices above designated shall re- I 
ciprocnlly make a dispatch at least once a week, in \ 
coincidence as far as possible with the regular sail- ! 
ing of the Anglo-American steamers, until arrange- ‘ 
meats shall he mad* to establish a more frequent 1 
communication, : or a direct communication, between | 
Belgium and the United States, in conformity with 
the provisions of articles xxiii., xxiv., xxv., and 
xxvi.. of this convention. 

Correspondence sent from one of the two coun- 
tries to the other via England shnll bo directed con- 
formably to the table, letter G, attached to tho 



present articles.

LTJCLE IV. Independently of the exchange of - 
ficee mentioned in the preceding n icle; othera may. 
by mutual agreement, be established upon other 
points of the coasts of the two countries lor which 
direct communication may hereafter be. deemed nc- 
cossary. 

Article V. Persons who may bo desirous of send- 
ing ordinary letters, either from Belgium to the 
United States, or from the United States to Bel- 
gium, shall have the option of leaving the entire 
postage to be paid by the person to whom they are 
addressed, or of prepaying the same to their, desti- 
nation. But no acoouut snail be taken of any sum 
less than the whole combined rate, nor of any frac- 
tions of the whole rate. 

Article VI. Each letter or packet weighing not 
over fifteen grammes, or half an ounce, shall be con- 
sidered single. 

If above fifteen, and not over thirty grammes, 
(one half ounce to one ounce,) it shall pay double 
tho charge of a single letter. 

If nbovc thirty and not over sixty grammes, (ono 
to two ounces.) it shall pay quadruple the charge on 
a single letter; and so on, adding two rates for every 
thirty grammes, or ono ounce, or fraction of an 
ounce. 

Article VII. Letters prepaid, or not prepaid, 
originating in Belgium, and addressed to the United 
States, and reciprocally, letters prepaid; or not pre- 
paid, originating in the United States, and destin- 
ed for Belgium, ."hall be stamped in both countries 
with the uniform charge of one franc forty centimes, 
or twenty-seven (\nts, p r single letter. That 
charge shall be divided in the following manner: 

United States postage 5 cents. 

Sea postage 15 

British transit postage 4 “ 

Belgian postage 3 “ 

27 oents. 

It is understood that the whole combined rate 
thus established shall bo reduced in proportion to 
the reduction which may hereafter be made in ei- 
ther of the rates forming tho whole rate, and that, 
if either rate is entirely dispensed with, it shall not 
go toward making up any part of the total amount. 
Any modification of the actual established rate of 
one franc forty centimes in Belgium, or twenty-sev- 
en cents in the United States, must be made by mu- 
tual agreement of the two contracting parties. 

Article VIII, Samples of merchandise shall pay 
letter postuge. 

Article IX. Tho postage for which the United 
States and Belgian Post Offices shall reciprocally 
account to each other upon letters which shall be 
exchanged between thorn in closed mails, shall be 
established, letter by letter, according to the scale 
of progression determined by the preceding Article 

The Belgian office shall pay to tho United States 
offiec, for each unpaid letter weighing fifteen 
grammes, (half an ouii-e,) or less, originating in the 
United Mates and destined for Belgium as well as 
for each letter of light weight prepaid in Belgium 
and destined for the United States, the sum of 
twenty cents, including tifieencents for the expenses 
of transportation across tho Atlantic ocean. 

On its side, the U nited States office shall pay to the 
Belgian office for each unpaid letter weigniug half 
an ounce or less, originating in Belgium and destin- 
ed for the United Slates, as well as for each letter 
of light weight prepaid in the United States and 
destined for Belgium, the sum of seven cents, in- 
cluding four oents for the expenses of transporta- 
tion over the British territory and across the Brit- 
ish channel. 

It is understood that the postage for which tho 
two offices. American and Belgian, shall account to 
each other, shall always ho the exact representation 
of what shall bo really paid. 

1. The United States and Belgian inland. 

2. The sea postage. 

3. The British transit postage and postago across 
tho British channel. 

Article X. Letters originating in countries be- 
yond the United States, destined for Belgium, as 
well as letters originating in countries availing 
themselves of the Belgian route, other than iu clos- 
ed mails, and destined for tho United States, shall 
be respectively stamped with the uniform charge 
stipulated in Article V II. of tho present convention, 
and to which tho amount of tho foreign charges 
must he added. 

Three months after thccxchangeof the ratifications 
of the present convention, the two Dost Offices shall 
furnish to each other, reciprocally, lists of tho foreign 
countries for which the prepayment of letters shall 
be obligatory, or optional, either to their destina- 
tion or to a determinate point. But until such lists 
shall be furnished, neither of the two Rost Depart- 
ments shall dispatch to the other letters originating 
in or destined lor countries situated beyond their 
respective territories. 

AkticeXI. It is understood that the letters men- 
tioned in the preceding Article X. can be delivered 
on either side, only by the piece, upon tne reim- 
bursement by credit or payment of the allotted part 
of the international and foreign postage belonging 
to each office with which such letters are charged. 

Article XII. The United States offices of ex- 
change. in charging the postage due to tho Post Of- 
fice of Belgium, shall uniformly make use of weights 
having the American ounce lor unit, with its »tiri- 
sion into half-ounces; and the Belgian offices of ex- 
change, in charging the postage due to the United 
States, shall uniformly make use of weights having 
the decimal gramme for unit, (thirty grammes be- 
ing considered equal to ono ounce American.) 

Article XIII. Newpnpers, gazette*, periodical 
works, books stitched or boanii, pamphlets, papers 
of music, catalogues, prospectuses, advertisements 
and notices of various kinds printed, engraved, ! 
lithographed or autographed, which shall be scot 
either from Belgium to the United States and their 
Terri tones, or from the United States ami their Ter- 
ritories to Belgium, must on each side be prepaid to 
their destination. Newspapers and articles of print- 
ed matter, which are not prepaid, cannot be for- 
warded. 

Article XIV. The price of prepayment of news- 
papers. gazettes, and periodical works, shall be lev- 
ied at the rate of twenty-five centimes in Belgium, ' 
or of five cents in tho United States, for each pack- 
age the woight of which shall not exceed ninety i 
grammes (three ounces.) Packages weighing more 
than ninety grammes shall pay nu additional rate 



for each ninety grammes or fraction of ninety 



grammes. The price of prepayment of stitchod ©r 
bound books, of pamphlets, of papers of music, of 
catalogues, of prospectuses, of advertisements and 
of notices of various kinds, printed, engraved, lith- 
ographed, or^autegraphed, shall be levied at tho 
rate of twenty-five centimes in Belgium, or of five 
cents in the United States, perl thirty grammes, 
(one ounce.) or fraction of thirty grammes. 

The proceed* <*f the above-mentioned rates shall 
be divided between tho offices of the two countries, 
in tho proportion of three-fifths, or three cents, t© 
the profit of the Post Office of Belgium, including 
two cents for expenses of transit through England 
and across the British channel, and of two-fifths, or 
two cents, to the profit of the United States Office, 
including one cent for expenses of transportation 
across the Atlantic ocean. 

Notw ithstanding this latter clause, and until 'a 
contrary decision is taken by common agreement 
between the Post Offices of Belgium and of the 
United States, the division of the product of the 
postage on articles of printed matter other than 
newspapers and periodical works, shall take placo 
in the proportions hereinafter indicated, for sueh of 
those articles ns shall be contained in the mails 
transported by the British packets, viz: 

A. Four-fifths, er four cents, to the profit of tho 
Belgiau Post Office, including three cents for ex- 
penses of transportation over the British territory, 
in the British channel, and across tho Atlantic 
ocean. 

B. One-fifth, or one cent, to the profit of the Uni- 
ted States Post Office for the expenses of trans- 
portation over the territory of the United States. 

Newspapers and printed matter of every sort sent 
agreeably to th© above-mentioned conditions shall 
be subject to the respective laws and regulations of 
each country. Those which shall contain characters 
of any kind traced by the baud shall be subject to 
the postage of an ordinary letter of tho same 
weight. They shall be sent under a wrapper open 
at the two sides, and in such a manner that cacli 
newspaper, or article of printed matter, may always . 
bfr separated from its wrapper. 

Article XV. Each of tho mails dispatched be-; 
tween the exchange offices of the respective Post 
Offices shall be accompanied by a letter bill in which ; 
these offices shall state, with the classification es- [ 
tablishcd by the present convention, the number, 
the weight, or the postage of tho articles which the 
dispatch may contain; and the receiving exchange 
office shall return by next post an acknowledgment ! 
of the receipt thereof. The letter bills and ac- 
knowledgments shall be according to tho forms an- 
nexed marked A and B.* 

Article X\ I. If there should bo no letters or 
other mail matter to send at the usual period of 
making up said closed mails from eiiherof the offices 
of exchange, sub tank letter bill showing that fact 
shall nevertheless be sent to the corresponding of- 
fice. 

Article XV' II. The letter bills and acknowledg- 
ments shall serve for vouchers in the quarterly set- 
tlement of the accounts; and in case of difference 
between these documents, the amount stated in the 
acknowledgment shall he received in preference to 
that stated in the letter bill. 

Article X V III. The accounts between the two 
Departments shall be closed at the expiration of 
each quarter of the calendar year by quarterly ! 
statements and accounts prepared by the General 
Post Office in Washington, according to forms an- 
nexed, marked U and D; and haring been examin- 
ed, compared, and settled by the General Post Office 
in Belgium, tho balance shall be paid without delay 
by that Department which shall be found indebted 
to the other. If the balance is in Paver of Belgium, 
it shall bo paid in Belgium: and if in favor of the 
l nited States, it shall be paid over by Belgium at 
Washington, or to the General Post Office at Lon- 
don to the credit of the United States, as the Post- 
master General of the United States shall elect. 

Article XIX. Letters which, from any cause 
whatever, caunot be delivered, shall be reciprocally 
returned at tho close of each quarter, after the ex- 
piration of a proper period to effect their delivery to 
the person addressed, and for the same amount of 
postage originally charged by the sending office, 
which shall be allowed in discharge of the account 
of the office to which they were sent. These re- 
turns of postage are to be claimed in a. bill made up 
agreeably to forms annexed, marked E and F, whicu 
is to accompany such dead loiters. 

Newspapers which arc refused, or which become 
dead in the Post-offices of either country, are not to 
be returned. ^ 

Article XX. Letters misdirected or missent.or 
which may require the prepayment of postage, shall 
be reciprocally returned without delay through the 
respective offices of exchange, and credit taken in 
the letter bill for the same, at the weight and post- 
age originally charged upon them. In respect to 
letters addressed to persons w ho have changed their 
residence, whatever may be their origin, they shall 
be respectively returned charged with the postage 
which was to have been paid by the person addressed, 
less the inland postage of the country from which 
sent. 

Article XXI. The evidence of the prepayment 
of letters shall be in red ink, on the right hand up- 
per corner of the face of the letter, and nil letters, 
without distinction, shnll bear the stamp of the 
mailing office on their face, anil that of the receiving 
office on their back. 

The evidence of prepayment shall be represented 
thus: Letters originating in the Uuited States and 
prid to theirdestination in Belgium shall be stamped 
with tin* wonl "PA ID,” 

Letters originating in Belgium and paid to their 
destination in the Unite*! States shall be stamped 
“P: D:” (paid to destination.) 

Letters of every other origin; dispatched from 
either country by virtue of the stipulations of Ar- 
ticle X. and the prepayment of which is rendered 
obligatory to a certain point within cither. country, 
shall bo stamped ”P. F. (paid to tho frontier.) 

The manner in which letters, paid or unpaid, are 
to be sent or received shall be designated by the ex- 
change offices, on each letter, by means of a stamp 
bearing tho words “Am. Packet” or*‘Br. Packet.” 
accordingly ns they are transported by one or the 
other, in such manner as thnt the amount of credit 
to be allowed to the British Post-office for dead let- 
ters returned can be shown. 

Article XXII. The exchange offices of the Post- 
office of Belgium shall state upon their post, bills for 
the London office the number of single rates for let- 
ters, as well as of the weight of newspapers and ar- 
ticles of printed matter contained in each of the 
mails intended for the United States office; and 
they shall, in like manner, state, in the receipt bills 
addressed to said London office, the number of single 
rates for letters, as well as the weight of newspapers 
and articles of printed matter, found in the mails 
from the United States office intended for Belgium. 

Article XXIII. In the event of a direct lino or 
lines ol' steamships between the United States and 
Belgium being established, there shall be a direct 
exchange of mails by sueh line of steamers between 
the respective exehar.g f Antwerp on the 

one side, and New York and Boston on thcothersidc, • 
of the international correspondence between the 
United States and Belgium, which shall ho subject 
to the following postage charges, viz: 

Postage on each letter orpacket not exceedinghalf 
an ounce in weight, fifteen cents; above half an ounce 
and not over one ounce, thirty cents; over one ounce 
and not exceeding two ounces, sixty cents; and so 
on, thirty cents being added for each additional 
o unco or fraction of an ounce. Payment in advance 
shall bo optional in either country. It shall not, 
however, be permitted to pay less than the whole 
rate, and no account shall bo taken of the prepay- 
ment of any fraction of that rate. The newspapers, 
as well as the articles of printed matter enumera- 
ted in Article XIII. of the present convention, may 
be in like manner sent by the said direct lines, on 
condition of prepayment to destination. 

The price of prepayment of newspapers, gazettes, 
and periodical works shall be levied at the rate of 
fifteen centimes in Belgium, and of three cents in 
the United States, for each package the weight of 
wuieh shall no exceed ninty grammes (three ounces.) 
Packages weighing more than ninety grammes 
shall pay an additional rate for each ninety grammes 
or fraeii n of ninety grammes. 

The price of prepayment of stitched books, of 
bound books, pamphlets, papers of music, catali gues, 
prospectuses, advertisements, and notices of vari- 
ous k n s, printed, engraved, lithographed ©r 
au'oyrapucd, shall be levied at a rate of fifteen 
C t.tim s in Belgium, and of thr< ©cents in the Uni- 
ted £> tales, per thirty grammes, (ouc ounce,) or frac- 
tion of thirty grammes. 

The proceeds of the above-mentioned postages 
shall bo divided in tho proportion of two-thirds, or 
two cents, to the profit of the country which shall 
furnish tho packets, and one-third, or one cent, to 
the profit of Hie other country. 

Article XXIV'. The postage for which the Uni- 
ted States and Belgian Post-offices shall reciprocally 
aceount to each other upon letters which shall be 
exchanged by the said direct lines of steamers shall 
be established, letter by letter, according to the scale 
of progression established by the peceding article, 
as follows, viz: 

Tho Belgian Office shall pay to the United States 
for each unpaid letter weighing half an ounce or 
less, originating in the United States and destined 
for Belgium, as well as for each letter of like weight 
prepaired iu Belgium and destined for the United 
States, the sum of five cents (being the United 
States inland postage) when the Atlantic sea con- 
veyance is performed by a Belgian mail steamer; 
and twelve cents (representing the maritime postage 
and the terrial postage of the United States) when 
said sea conveyance is performed by a U nited States 
mail steamer. On tho other hand, the United States 
shall pay to the Belgian Office for each unpaid let- 
ter weighing half an ounce or less, originating in 
Belgium, and destined for tho United States, ns well 
as for each letter of like weight prepaid in the Uni- 
ted States and destined for Belgium, the sum of 
three cents (being the Belgian inland postage) w hen 
the Atlantic sea conveyance is performed by a Uni- 
ted States mail steamer: and the sum of ten cents 
(representing the maritime postage and the Belgium 
territorial postage) when the said sea conveyance is 
performed by a Belgian mail steamer. 

Letter bills and acknowledgments of receipt for 
m& Is exchanged by means of direct steamers, shall 
be according to the forms annexed, marked A andB. 

Article \X\ . On all letters originating and past- 
ed in other countries beyond the United States and 
maib d to and deliverable iu Belgium. or originat-

marked A, •{, C, D, E, & F. are not printed here- 
with, bee ius • they are of no general service, being 
merely for the usj of the respective post-offices. 



ing and posted in countries beyond Belgium and 
mailed to and deliverable in the United States or 
its Territories, the foreign postage (other than that 
of Belgium and other than that of the United States) 
is to be added to the postage stated in Article XXIII, 
And the two Post-office Departments are mutually 
to furnish each other with lists stating the foreign 
countries to which the foreign postage, and the 
amount thereof must be absolutely prepaid, or must 
be left unpaid, either to their destinatibn or to a de- 
termined point. And until such lists arc duly fur- 
nished. neither country is to mail to the other anv 
letter from foreign countries beyond it. or for foreign 
countries beyond the country to which the mail is 
sent. 

Article XXVI. The provisions established by Ar- 
ticles MI.. XV., XVI.. XVII., XV HI.. XIX., XX., and 
XXL, as well as the last paragraph of Article XIV., 
so far as they are applicable, shall be made to apply 
to the correspondence which maybe exenanged by 
a.iy direct line of steamers running between the 
United States and Belgium. 

Article XXVII. The Post-office Department* of 
Belgium and of tho United States shall have full 
aut hority to introduce and put in force by common 
agreement all modifications in the arrangements of 
tho present convention, both in regard to the pro- I 
pur. ion of postages to bo levied on each side, and ; 
relative to all other measures of detail and cxecu- ! 
tion. whenever, by mutual consent, the two govern- 
ment? shall have recognized the utility of such mod- 
ification. 

Article XXVIII. The present convention shall 1 
bo put in execution in the two countries one month 
after the exchange of ratifications, provided that 
tho expenses of transportation over the British ter- 
ritory and across the British channel shall not ex- 
ceed four cent s'per single letter, and that this post- 
age shall be the only transit postage to be paid by 
the contracting parties, under the head of corres- 
pondence exchanged in closed mails, by way of Eng- 
land, between Belgium and the United States of 
America, by the terms of the said convention. This 
convention shall remain in force until annulled by 
mutual consent, or by ©no of the contraetin parties 
after one year’s notice given by such party to the 
other of the intention to annul the same.

A PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas a Convention between the United States 
of America and his Majesty tho King i*f Sweden 
ami Norway, for the surrender of criminals, fugitives 
from justice, in certain eases, was concluded and 
signed by their respective plenipotentiaries at Wash- 
ington, on the twenty-first day of March last, which 
Convention, being in tho English and Swedish lan- 
guages, is. word for word, as follows: 

Convention for the surrender of criminals, fugitives 
from justice, in certain cases, concluded between 
the United States and his Majesty the King of 
Sweden and Norway. 

Whereas, itis found expedient, for the hotter ad- 
ministration of justice and the prevention of erimo 
within the territories and jurisdiction of tho parties 
respectively', that persons committing certain crimes, 
being fugitives from justice, should, under cer- 
tain circumstances, bo reciprocally delivered I up; 
and also to enumerate such crimes explicitly; the 
l nited States of America on the one part, and his 
Majesty the King of Sweden and Norway on tho 
other part, having resolved to treat on this subject, 
have for that purpose appointed their respective 



plenipotentiaries to negotiate and conclude n con- 
vention, that is to say: The President of tho United 
states of America, Lewis Cass, Secretary of State 



of tho United States, and his Majesty the King of 
Sweden and Norway, Baron Nicholas William do 
Wctterstedt, Knight of the Orders of the Polar Star 
and of St. Olaff, Commander of the Order of Dnnne- 
brog of Denmark, his said Majesty’s Alinistcr Resi- 
dent near the Government of the United States, who, 
after reciprocal communication of their respective 
powers, have agreed to and signed the following ar- 
ticles: 

Article I. It is agreed that the high contracting 
parties shall, upon mutual requisitions by them, 
their diplomatic or consular agents, respectively 
made, deliver up to justice all persons who, being 
charged with or condemned for any of the crimes 
enumerated in tho following article, committed 
within the jurisdiction of either party, shall seek an 
asylum or shall be found within the territories of 
the other: Provided. That this surrender and de- 
livery shall not be ob.igatory on either of the high 
contracting parties except upon presentation by the 
other, in original or in verified copy, of the judicial 
declaration <*r sentence establishing the culpability 
of the fugitive, and issued by the proper auth #rity 
of tho government who claim? tho surrender, iu case 
such sentence or declaration shall have been pro- 
nounced: said document to be drawn up and certifi- 
ed according to the forms prescribed by the laws of 
the country making the demand. But if such sen- 
tence or declaration shall not have been pronounced, 
then the surrender may bo demanded, and shall be 
made, when the demanding party shall have furnish- 
ed such proof of culpability as would have been suffi- 
cient to justify the apprehension and commitment 
for trial of the accused if the offense had been com- 
mittal in the country where ho shall havo taken re- 
fuge. 

Article II. Persons shall bo so delivered up who 
shall have been charged with or sentenced for any 
of the following crimes, to-wit: Murder, (including 
assassination, parricide, infanticide, and poisoning.) 
or attempt to commit murder: rape; piracy, (includ- 
ing mutiny on board a ship, whenever the crew or 
part thereof, by fraud or violence against the com- 
mander. havo taken possession of the vessel;) arson; 
robbery and burglary; forgery; and tho fabrication 
or circulation of counterfeit money, whether coin or 
paper money; embezzlement by public officers, in- 
cluding appropriat ion of public funds. 

Article 111. Theexpcnscs of any detention and 
delivery, effected in virtue of the preceding provis- 
ions, shall be borne and defrayed by the party who 
makes the requisition and receives tho fugitive. 

Article IN . Neither of tho contracting parties 
shall be bound to deliver up. under the stipulations 
of this convention, any person who. according to the 
laws of the country where ho shall be found, is a 
citizen or a subject of the same at tho time his sur- 
render is demanded. 

Article V. The provisions of the present conven- 
tion shall not he applied to any crime or offense of a 
political character. 

Article VI. Whenever any person, accused of 
any of the crimes enumerated in this convention, 
shall have committed a new crime in tho territories 
of the State where he has sought an asylum, orshall 
be found, such person shall not be delivered up un- 
der the stipulations of this convention until he shall 
have been tried, and shall have received the pun- 
ishment due to such new crime, or shall have been 
acquitted thereof. 

Article VII. This convention shall not take ef- 
fect until ten days after its publication, made ac- 
cording to the laws of the respective governments. 

It shall remain in force until the end of six months 
after cither of the high contracting parties shall 
have given notice to the other of its intention to 
terminate the same. 

It shall be ratified by the President ©f the United 
States, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate thereof, and by his majesty the Kin" of Swe- 
den and Norway, and the ratifications shall be ex- 
changed within ten months from the dato of its sig- 
nature, or earlier if possible. 

In faith whereof, the respective plenipotentiaries 
have signed this convention, and hayo hereunto af- 
fixed their seals.

The Neutral Attitude of Kentucky— Who Re- 
spects and who Violates it. 

Tho result of the Congressional election, 
whatever other interpretation may be put on 
it, is an unquestionable expression of the peo- 
ple of Kentucky in support of her chosen at- 
titude of neutrality respecting the fratricidal 
war between the North and South. There 
can bo no doubt that it is the will of our peo- 
ple to adhere to this posture of neutrality. 
There are doubts, however, whether it can bo 
maintained, or rather, whether it will be re- 
spected by both the belligerents. The thought- 
ful and efficient diplomacy of Gov. Magoffin 
has fortunately secured from representatives 
of both belligerent parties, recognitions of our 
neutrality, and pledges to respect it. Gov. 
Harris, of Tennessee, has repeatedly pledged 
himself— and issued his orders to Gen. Pillow 
accordingly— that no forces from that side 
shall cross into Kentucky. Gen. McClellan 
is pledged, on the other hnnd, that no troops 
shall pass into this State from the North. A 
telegram, among yesterday s dispatches from | 
the East, attempts to discredit Gen. Buckner's 
report of this understanding with Gen. Mc- 
Clellan, in the following terms: 

The letter of Gen. Buckner to Gov. Ma- 
goffin, dated at Louisville, Juno 10th. created 
much surprise hero. It is understood that tho, 
interview was purely personal, solicited by 
Buckner, and that the letter presents an en- 
tire misconception and erroneous view of the 
conversation. 

That Gen. Buckner's report of the precise 
understanding with Gen. McClellan was 
6trictlv correct, rests not alone upon the nn- : 
impeachable accuracy, veracity, and honor of 
the former. It rests also on Gen. McClellan's . 
own admission, when, upon some groundless 
rumor of a design on the part of Tennessee 
troops to occupy one of tho islands of Ken- 
tucky in the Mississippi river, he demanded of 
Gov. Magoffin to stop the movement in accord- 
ance with the understanding had with Gen. 
Buckner. We could adduce other evidence: ! 
but Gen. McClellan's dispatch to Gov. M - 
goffm, of which he had the exceeding good i 
taste to order a copy to be delivered to a pri- | 
vatc citizen of Frankfort, clinches the matte-. 

Now, how has Kentucky’s attitude of neu- ( 
traiity, assumed in tho Governor's proclama- 
tion, affirmed by legislative resolves, and | 
sanctioned by the almost unanimous voice of 
the people of the State, been regarded? Let 
facts answer the pregnant inquiry. 

Not ope single case of its violation by Ten- 
nessee or any other Confederate State, can be ! 
nil ’ged. Not one single case of the failure of 
any of the legal authorities of the State to 
maintain it against violation by the Confed- 
erate States can be cited ; while it is true that j 
they forebore resen ting the raid from the Cairo 
camp upon Elliott's mills. 

But liow stands the account on the other 
band ? 

On tho very day after our Congressional 
election, the Federal Surveyor at Louisville 
issued the order blockading the Nashville 
railroad and embargoing onr lawful com- 
merce; a blockade being as distinctly a war 
measure ns a cannonade. See, also, in this 
connexion, the official documents in another 
column, showing the threatened interference 
of a Federal spy with the transportation of 
camp furniture for Kentucky troops, on the 
insolent pretense that be and others suspect- 
ed Cov. Magoffin and others ! 

On the same day, and up to this day, mus- 
kets unlawfully embezzled from the national 
arsenals, are being smuggled into Kentucky, 
and through Kentucky, into Tennessee, to be 
lawlessly distributed, not to any legalized for- 
ces, but to picked, pledged, sworn political 
partisans ! 

Simultaneously with this, Gen. Rousseau is 
recruiting for a brigade of Federal troops in 
Louisville ! 

And yesterday, the following notice appear- 
ed in the Louisville Journal: 

A Military Movement. — Orders have 
been received at the Newport (Kv.l Barracks 
by the Quartermaster to prepare for the re- 
ception of 3.000 U. S. troops in tho course of 
a week. Two regiments of infantry and one 
of cavalry arc coming. 

Now what is the meaning of this “military 
movement?" Does any one suppose that such 
a force is sent to Newport, merely to rest in 
“barracks ?’’ Long familiar with that post, 
wo have tho impression that it has not accom- 
modations for more than four or five hundred 1 
soldiers, if so many. Why, then, are two j 
regiments of infantry and one of cavalry 
posted there? There are no accommolations I 
whatever for cavalry at that post, so far as wo 
have ever beard. What interpretation can 
be put on all these things and others which 
we might cite, together with tho significant , 
course of the Journal and other submission 
organs, other than that they imply the pur- 
pose of the Usurper, not only to disregard 
our neutrality, but to invade, occupy, and 
march over the soil of Kentucky ? The 
Union organs promised us exemption from J 
such indignity and outrage, if tho Union 
Congressmen should bo elected.

COL. JOHNSON AND MAJOR CASSEDAY TO GEN. 

BUCKNER. 

Louisville, June 25, 18G1. j 

Sir : Under your instructions, we this 
morning called upon Mr. Charles B. Cotton, 
Collector of the Port of Louisville, and asked 
him to state precisely the nature of Mr. W. 
P. Mellon s official authority, lie informed 
us that Mr. Mellen was tlic agent of the Gen- 
eral Government, with authority over the 1 
shipments by water between Cairo and Pitts- 
burg, and that his (Mellon s) consent would 
bo necessary to a safe transit of goods down 
the Ohio river. 

We then called upon Mr. Melien at the! 
Galt House and delivered to him your note of 
this date, requesting him to give a written 
answer. This he declined to do. Wc called 
his attention to the fact that you were, as an j 
officer of the State, seeking official informa- 
tion of great importance to the State from 
hint as an officer of tho General Government, 
and that in such cases information is almost! 
invariably given in an official writing, and ' 
ought always to be so given when desired. 
With a remarkable disregard of the ordinary 
rules of courtesy and of official intercourse, j 
he persisted in his refusal to sign any thing 
which, as ho said, might be used against him. | 
W e assured him you did not wish to use bis j 
answer against him, but desired an oilirial 
statement by which to shape your own action, 
lie referred us to Mr. Cotton, the Collector of j 
this port, and asked us to correspond with him. 
We told him timt .Mr. Cotton bad already 
freely given his consent to tho shipment we 
desired to make, showed him Mr. Cotton's 
permit, which had previously been shown to 
him by Mr. Simmons, and told him that Mr. 
Cotton bad informed us that the permit would I 
probably not bo respected unless it was ap- 
proved by him (Mellen.) He told us we could 
ship from this port under Mr. Cotton's permit, 
but that the articles would, in all probability, 
be stopped at Evansville and at Cairo, and I 
not allowed to proceed unless the collectors of j 
those ports were satisfied He also told us 1 
that ho supposed his consent would be suffi- 
cient to secure the safe transit of the articles 1 
to Columbus, but that lie had heard suspicious 
reports about the State Guard; that it was well 
known that Gov. Magoffin was suspected, and 
that he was .therefore unwilling to take any 
action in relation to the matter. Wo assured 
him that the articles we wished to ship would J 
not be carried out of the State; that they were 
fertile sole use of Kentucky troops acting 
under the laws of Kentucky on Kentncky : 
soil. He said it made no difference to him 
whose troops they were, or how they were act- t 
ing; if he suspected them, he would not con- ! 
sent to anything being shipped to thorn, no 
matter whether it was a paper of needles, a 
hogshead of moat, or camp kettles. His whole j 
conversation was cunning and evasive. At j 
times he denied that his authority was stipe- 1 
rior to that of the Collector; but from it we j 
believe that, if the articles are shipped by 
water, they will not be permitted to reach 
Columbus, notwithstanding the permit of the 
Collector of this port. Wo think there will 
be more danger of their loss if shipped by the ! 
river than if sent by rail through Tennessee, j 
and so we report.

Interesting from Missouri— Battle of Boonville 

—The Loss on both sides— Preparations for a 

great Resistance— Good Crops— Trust in God- 

Infamous conduct of Iowa Hoops. 

W e are permitted to make the subjoined ex- 
tracts from letters of two citizens of Missouri, of 
the first respectability, born and reared in 
Franklin county, Ky., well known to most of 
our citizens, addressed to their brother, a res- 
ident of Frankfort. Both writers voted for 
Bell and Everett. The atrocities perpetrated 
by the base tools of Lincoln s tyranny are 
enough to make humanity shudder: 

“Juke 21, 1861. 

“Dear Brother: I received your letter to- 
day and was glad to hear from you and that 
you were well: and thut Kentucky has begun 
to open her eyes. We are wide awake, al- 
though we have no arms. I have just return- 
ed from Boonville. They had a little light 
there, but not many killed. There were of 
Lincoln’s men 3.000 and 500 of ours. They 
had a few rounds. We lost 3 and they 22. 
Our men had nothing butshot-guns and rifles. 
They reteated. The force with which 1 was 
moving, was eight miles away at the time. 
If we could have reached the scone of conflict, 
we Would have whipped them easily. "We 
had 1,300 men, 000 with good guns, 100 with 
shot-guns and rifles, revolvers and knives, 
and every man keen for a tight; hut the Gov- 
ernor gave orders for us to go homo, and keep 
ourselves in readiness. We will have arms 
in a few days. You may hear a different re- 
port from, this, but what 1 write is so, for I 
was there. About 700 men are in camp near 
Columbia, well armed. We can got 50,000 
men easily, and more. We can whip them and 
will do it. We will start in a lew days. 

-Wo have fine crops of every sort. Mis- 
souri is blessed with plenty. We need not 
fear, for we are right and a just God to look 
over us. We havedone nothing to give them 
any cause to butcher our women and children 
as they have. They are cowards and won't 
fight, only when they have the advantage. 
They think we can't arm ourselves; but they 
will see soon.” 

, June 22, 1861. 

Dear Brother: I write you a few lines, 
in haste, to let you know the distressed condi- 
tion of our country. Gov. Jackson called on 
the State last week for fifty thousand troops, 
with full assurance, as wo thought, that he 
had a sufficiency of arms to arm them. Our | 
men responded to the call and started for 
Boonville ns soon as they could. Some ar- 
rived there before the ferryboats were taken by 
the Dutch, and lo and behold, there were no 
arms for them to fight with, except the few 
shot-guns they took with them. They were 
attacked by the Dutch. Our men killed be- 
tween 20 and 30 krout- maker*. with the loss of 
only four men. The remainder of our troops 
being cut off from crossing the river and with- 
out arms, thought it best to disband and return 
to their homes. This was a great oversight 
in Gov. Jackson; but we are told that he had 
full assurances of sufficient supplies of arms , 

from . But 1 hope and pray to God 

that our Southern friends will come and take 
us out of the hands of the Dutch. If we had 
the guns to fight with, we could take ourselves 
out; but we have been caught napping and 
we will have to submit. 

There were a thousand Iowa troop? en- 
camped at Renwick a few miles above us oij 
the railroad last week. Eighty of them came 
down to Sturgeon and hoisted a Union flag, 
and forced one of the merchants to hoist a flag 
in front of his store, and threatened to hang 
all the secessionists and have their wives brea 
to Union men in order to have our country 
filled up with Union men again. These are 
undoubted facts. Is it not enough to make 
the blood boil in a man’s veins? And yet we 
are compelled to take their abuse. 

We do put our trust in God. Il»* will give 
them their portion in duo time, We do not 
know where Gov. Jackson is. Tt is thought by 
some that hebas gone to Arkansas. We nave a 
Dutch Governor appointed in his place, who 
is now in possession of Jefferson City. They 
got possession of all the important places in 
tho State. We are completely sold to tho 
Dutch. We arc all well to-day, but do not . 
know when we lie down but what wo may ! 
have our lives taken before day.

Her Majesty has 
been pleased to interdict the armed ships, and 
also the privateers of both parties, from car- 
rying prizes made by them into t lie ports, 
harbors, roadsteads or waters of the l nited 
Kingdom, or of any of ller Majesty s colon- 
ies or possessions abroad.

Gift.

Tu Uriel Wright, Esq: 

Dear Sir: Fenced in by bayonets, whose 
bright steel, gleaming in the rays of that sun 
which yet benignly shines on millions hum- 
bled in the du.-t by the misfortunes of our 
beloved country, is fitfully shaded by paper 
Juliets in the form of accusations (I hope 
eallv unfounded) for treason, against the en- 
thusiastic and Irgh-toned “ free in the/- land 
of the I'rCe, my mind wanders back to the 
time when in Old England, during thereignof 
terror, Lord Krskine, then plain Mr. Scott, 
stood up a fearless counsel for the accused, and 
vindicated by the cogency of his argument, 
the 'pathos ol his feeling, and the terrific 
storm of his eloquence, that principle, inborn 
in the heartof every Anglo-Saxon. ar.H w hich 
ought still to dwell in every Teutonic breast, 
viz: that liberty is the chiefest of all earthly 
possessions. 

Nearly live years ago. when at a grand 
mass meeting in the neighboring city of 
JSelleville, the present. Chief Magistrate of the 
Union, overwhelmed me. modest as 1 am. 
with enthusiastic praises for the solitary stand 
which I took m favor of “free labor, free 
press, and free speech. ' I did not think that 
I would so soon feel called upon to offer a 
free gift for the maintenance of those princi- 
ples, against tile attacks of their then banner 
bearers. 

Hut to come to the mattor in band. You. 
Mr. Wright, bringing to bear your studies — 
free, liberal, and humane,— of a life-time, and 
your talent inborn to the gifted sons of the 
genial South, arc standing up, with noble as- 
sociates, th a freest laborer of all, for free press 
and free speech, in the way pointed out bv the 
Judges of the highest tribunal known to us. 
You are daily attacked for it. Permit me 
then, measureably, to show to you that there 
is some thankfulness left for this in a Teuton- 
ic bosom. 

I own a couple of lots, together only fifty 
"eet front, but of the very choicest situation 
n tile Southern part of our once great city, 
nnmunding a free view of land and water, 
ock and villa, steamer and steam-car, which 
please to accept as a gift to any member of 
your highly esteemed family you may desig- 
nate, or to yourself and your good lady, whom 
I know to be a daughter of glorious Vir- 
ginia. Yours very affectionately,

St. Louis, Juno 15, 1861. 

To Alexander Kayser , Esq: 

Dkar Sir: It would be affectation in me 
not to own that I receive with pleasure and 
with pride the handsome compliment con- 
tained in your note of this evening. 

Even in time of peace, amid the quiet and 
healthy exereisi? of the functions of our 
Government, the pathway of a lawyer is a 
thorny one; but civil feud increases a hundred 
fold the obligations and perils of the advocate 
who feels that the profession to which he be- 
longs imposes upon him the special duty of 
holding up, in a - reign of terror," those ele- 
mentary truths of American liberty upon 
which national free government must ever 
exist. 

It is a strange fact that, in dangerous civil 
commotions, these elementary truths are the 
first lost sight of. If others do, the constitu- 
tional advocate must never forget them. It 
is his business, with or without reward — in 
the true citadels of freedom, the temples of 
justice — to tench military power its eternal 
subordination to the civil authority. It may 
be, that the sword and the bayonet will not 
receive the first lessons, nor which those 
come after, willingly; but dull, physical things 
ns they arc, persistent, bravo teaching, will, in 
the end, instruct them. 

It ought to be a matter of pride to both of 
us, Mr. Kayser, that we belong to a profes- 
sion out of which, in every age of the world, 
have come the first pioneers of civil liberty, 
and whenever order and liberty have been 
established in any country, the men of the 
b\r have., boon foremost to expose and de- 
nounce encroachments upon either. My hope 
is that America will .lot furnish the exception 
to this rule. 

Mr. Kayser, we are under a “reign of ter- 
ror’ here. I am not Erskine, but to the ex- 
tent of my ability 1 shall follow lii- example, 
and strive to bring back misguided Atno-i- 
cans to the region of law. I shall continue 
to show my loyally to constitutional liberty, 
by exposing and denouncing every encroach- 
ment upon it. 

You, sir, ns an educated lawyer, know that, 
monarch as he is, no king of England can 
suspend for a day, in war or in peace, the 
great writ of the British subject — the habeas 
corpus. Parliament only cun do it in the 1 
monarchy. You know that the English rev- 
olution canonized this principle. You know 
that our American ancestors brought this 
principle with them across the sea. and put it 
in the government they made, with the added 
limitation , that whereas Parliament (not the 
king) could suspend the writ for any cause, 
Congress should only do it on a certain exi- 
gency. 

You know this same principle is embodied in 
the Constitutions of the several States, where- 
in the power is denied to the Executive, and 
given to the Legislature. 

-wYou know that the Supreme Court of the 
lamed States has affirmed this great idea, 
with Marshall at his head, enunciating clear- 
ly and beyond mistake, that our fathers, ig- 
noring all power in the Executive over this 
writ, evinced their distrust even of the Rep- 
resentatives of the people, and of tho States 
in Congress assembled, by clothing them with 
onlv a limited authority to touch it. 

Yet you also know, that the man who 
praUed you at Belleville, now sitting in tho 
chair at Washington, claims and exercises a 
power denied to the ICingof England— usurps 
authority delegated only to Congress — sus- 
pends the writ of habeas corpus, whenever he 
feels like it — commissions a soldier in Mary- 
land to abolish the writ whenever it shall 
please him to do so — and here at home, in St. 
Louis, confers the power upon a soldier, aid- 
ed (it is said) by four civilians, some learned 
and some not, and all heated partisan politi- 
cians, to break down the great bulwark of 
American and English freedom whenever the 
soldier and this committee of our safety shall 
deem the outrage necessary! 

In Imperial France this day a lawyer is 
struggling to overthrow the arbitrary princi- 
ple which makes the civil rights of a French- 
man dependent upon the discretion of a Com- 
mittee of “Safety" — while here in America 
under a written Constitution, which, jealous 
of power, carefully confine its range, and dis- 
tribute- 1 it in cautiously framed departments 

we arc to have this terrible put into the 

hands of men unknown to the Constitution — 
unknown to the people in any legal relation — 
responsible to nobody, and selected by no- 
body having authority to make the selection. 

The Executive Power at Washington, 
through its military arm, (illegally and un- 
constitutionally levied,) defrauds or defies the 
Federal Judiciary. The civil partisans of the 
Administration, 'by the press, approve the 
outrage, and menace the Judges. 

The clearest rights of tho State, and of its 
citizens, are daily violated by the bayonets of 
the Federal soldiery. Thus, this State, ns a 
member of the Union, has the constitutional 
rht to procure and keep arms — arms of all 
No constitutional lawyer can deny the 
right. She has the right to repel invasion, 
whether m ide by Indian tribes, or the more 
savage Montgomeries and Browns of our 
civilization. She lias tho right to suppress 
scrv.le or other insurrection within her limits. 

lake bus the riyliv, uud it is ifcrduty, to enfctfA- 



her civil or criminal process by the military 
arm of her militia, when resisted. More than 
that, as one security of a freo State lies in a 
well regulated militia, tho Constitution of the 
United States secures to each of her citizens 
the right to bear arms — and, to this end, the 
State would have the right to supply them. 
For all these purposes, her right to have arms 
is beyond cavil; and yet to-day it is a right 
denied to her by tho military power of the 
President. If it depended upon the action of 
the soldiery in our midst, the State would be 
stripped of every implement of defense against 
insurrection or invasion. 

My right, as a citizen to bear arms in this 
State to-day, does not rest upon the authority 
of the Constitution, but upon the sound dis- 
cretion of a soldier, acting with or without 
the auxiliary aid of a committee of safety. 
My constitutional privilege, to be exempt 
from unreasonable seizure and search, hangs 
upon a tenure so frail as the discretion of men 
wearing the uniform of ilie t cited State- 

The pretext for such outrages upon consti- 
tutional liberty is “neoessiiy — “safety 
be determined not by Congress — not : y;ii 
Judiciary — but by tiie judgment of some sol- 
diers, aided, it may be, by a committee of sale- 
tv, as unknown as powerful, us unseen as the 
Invisible Three of Venice. 

Subjection to military rule as law, para- 
mount to the civil as proclaimed by thecourts, 
is not the only nor the gravest error of the 
times. To convert the Federal Government 
into a military government is revolution. 
Make it a consolidated government, by break- 
ing down the partitions between Federal and 
Stale authority, and the evil is past ail cure. 

Let me call your attention to the amazing 
heresy now rite in this State — uttered, too, by 
citizens who ought to know better — that the 
President of the United States has the power 
to “protect, bv his military force, all loyal 
men" in this State from outrages committed 
against them by their fellow-citizens of Mis- 
souri. To illustrate: Some men in a county 
conspire together, and order a citizen to leave 
the State. They accomplish the object by 
terror or force. Here is a great wrong; and 
now what is the remedy? The stupendous 
error to which I refer lies in the answer, 
“The soldiery of the United States — the 
ldoine Guard, called out and organized by the 
President." And the President says he will 
attend Ip that, and protect any citizen of Mis- 
souri so situated. 

The President lias no such power. Con- 
gress has no such power. The Federal courts 
have no jurisdiction in such c»3e. By the 
Constitution of the United Slates, each State 
governs its own municipal affairs. The Gen- 
eral Government lias no police power — much 
loss has the President of the United States 
any such power. No more than Napoleon 
the Thir l; and it would be just as. legal and 
constitutional to employ the gendarmes of 
France to protect (lie citizens of Missouri 
against outrages committed by citizens of this 
State, as to use in such cases the President s 
army. Tho idea is a fundamental mistake; 
and. if it were true, it would convert the Fed- 
eral Government into a gigantic, consolidated 
government, cemented by military power. 

Mr. Kayser, we have fallen upon evil times 
indeed. 

The President usurps the war power— con- 
fided only to Congress. The President usurps 
the commercial power — confided only to Con- 
gress. The President usurps the power of 
appropriating the money of tho United State* 
— confided only to Congress. The President 
usurps the postal power — confided only to 
Congress. The President usurps the judicial 
power — confided to the courts of the United 
States: and he has added duplicity to usurpa- 
tion, for he called out liis army to aid the 
Courts and Marshals of the United States. 

The Government of the United States is 
now at this moment a military mob. and if 
the President bad been declared by the peo- 
ple a dictator, ho could not exerciso more ar- 
bitrary power, than he lias already assumed. 

In the grand mirror of tlic United States 
the world, for seventy years, lias seen reflect- 
ed tiie noble image of American liberty. 
That mirror is shivered into fragments, and 
the only hope left tho patriot is, that each 
separate piece shall preserve, iu little, the 
picture once seen in the unbroken glass.

The St. Louis Republican, one of tbc 
strongest Union papers in the South, until the 
cold-blooded massacre of men, women, and 
children in St. Louis, by the Federal merce- 
naries, makes the tollowing striking parallel 
between the acts of Lincoln in Missouri and 
the enumeration of usurpations by George 
III, in the Declaration of Independence.

“The rifled musket, the Minie rifle, 
and abundance of cannon'' will be powerless 
to change this great shame from the hue of 
blackness in which it now stands painted with- 
in the sight of the civilized globe. Nor can 
unlimited hosts of plundering bandits, like 
the “terrible Montgomery," root out the re- 
membrance of tli c unparalleled outrage which 
has been and is about being perpetrated upon

How aptly some of the grivances sot forth 
in the Declaration of Independence, as a his- 
tory of the repeated injuries and usurpation 
of George the Third, may be applied to the 
present unenviable situation of Missouri. 

“He has kepi among us. in times of peace, 
standing armies, without the consent of our 
Legislat lire. 

“He has affected to render the military in- 
dependent of and superior to the civil power.

“For protecting them * « * from 

punishment for any murders which they 
should commit on the inhabitants of these 
Slates. 

“For cutting off our trade with all parts of 
the world. 

“He lias abdicated government here, by de- 
claring us out of his protection, and waging 
war against us. 

“He has * * * * destroyed the 

lives of our people. 

“He is at this time transporting large armies 
of foreign mercenaries to complete the work 
of death, desolation, and tyranny already be- 
gun, with circumstances of cruelty and perfi- 
dy scarcely paralleled in the most barbarous 
ages, and totally unworthy the head of a civil- 
ized nation. 

“He has constrained our fellow-citizens 
* * * to bear arms against their 

country — to become the executioners of their 
friends and brethren, or to fall themselves by 
their bands. 

“He bns excited domestic insurrection 
amongst us. and lias endeavored to bring on 
the inhabitants of our frontiers the merciless 
3 savages, (Jim Lane, Mont- 
gomery & Co.,) whose known rule of warfare 
is an undistinguished destruction of ull ages, 
sexes, and conditions.

Lot it. not he forgotten tint John Merryman 
still lies a prisoner in Fort McHenry, from 
which all the power of the Supreme Court of 
tho United States has not yet been able to res- 
cue him. Were we writing of some Isaac of 
York, carried off from his home by the mailed 
followers of some Baron Front de Boeuf. in 
the Middle Ages of History and held for ran- 
som or torturejin tile vaults of u lawless strong- 
hold, the romantic story might attract all 
notice and elicit interested comment. There 
would be sympathy for the helpless victim, 
and indignation for the tyrant. But a free- 
born American who has the right ( or had, 
when there were laws in the land,) to be pre- 
sumed innocent of all crime until proven to 
be guilty, lies there yet where lie lias lain for 
weeks incarcerated without trial, without ac- 
cusation, without a reason alleged, except 
that he was an active and prominent Demo- 
cratic citizen of a “subjugated" State. 

John Mcryman had the legal right to be 
exempt from unwarrantable arrest. Yet 
lie was seized and imprisoned without the ac- 
tion of any judge <>r court in the land. He 
had a legal right to be informed of the charge 
against him, to have that charge openly made 
on oath, and to be confronted with the wit- 
nesses. Yet he and all the world, to this day, 
know nothing that lie is accused of blit upon 
the merest rumors. He had a right to consult 
counsel. Yet he is deprived of counsel. He 
had a right togive bail. Yet he is refused the 
privilege of bail. He had a right to have his 
case investigated by a grand jury. Yet no 
grand jury lias investigated it. He had a right 
to a speedy trial before a petit jury. Yet bo 
has been arraigned and tried in no court 
whatever. He was expressly guaranteed by 
the United States Constitution that he should 
not “be deprived of life, liberty or property, 
without due process of law." Yet no 
process known to the law holds him in 
durance at Fort McHenry. Finally he had 
a right (which, as every lawyer knows, no au- 
thority but the Legislature could suspend 
even for a single minute to be released from any 
wrongful imprisonment by the writ of habeas 
corpus. Yet the commandant of Fort Mc- 
Henry, under instructions from Prc.-ident 
Lincoln, refuses to obey that writ, although 
issued by the venerable and learned Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, (prohibits thccnir nee within the Fort 
of the officers of the law. end s-*< both, the 
Court and the Constitution, under which it 
exercises its functions, at absolute defiance! 

Truly might Chief Justice Taney, in the 
face of these enormities, perpetrated by author- 
ity of a single department of Government, 
say : 

“If the authority whieli the Constitution has eon- 
filed to fho .lii'liciar. Department and the judicial 
officers mar tlin*, upon nn> preioxt or under am e»r- 
cumstancus, be usu ped br the militar) power a! its 
dsieretion. 'h.-n the people of ih.* United Slates are 
no longer living under a I lorernment of late, but 
every citizen holds life, liberty and property at the 
trill and pleasure of the unity officer in whose mili- 
tary district he may happen to he found.” 

How long will the American people, under 
any pretext, however specious, tolerate such 
an audacious invasion of their dearest rights 
und liberties? How long ?

g*£X»Wm. D. Gallagher, of Kentucky, late- 
ly confidential clerk of the Secretary of Treas- 
ury, has been appointed Collector of the port 
of New Orleans, and leaves Washington for 
Cairo to-morrow. 

He will accompany our army in its pro- 
gress down the Mississippi, and there can be 
no doubt that his appointment and departure 
for this point, indicates an advance at the 
earliest practicable moment upon Memphis.

Flans at Washington. 

The readers of tho Vcomon will, perhaps, be 
interested in what appears to be an authentic 
programme — so far as it .goes — of the purpo- 
ses of the President and his advisers. It is 
furnished by James Watson AVebb in a letter 
to the New York Courier and Enquirer, of 
recent date, and is written from AVnshington, 
whither the writer lias been sojourning on con- 
fidential terms with the Administration whilst 
awaiting his instructions as Minister to Bra- 
zil. If he is correct, the war wears the aspect 
of a war of outposts for u long time to come: 

“His theory is — ‘This rebellion must be put 
down, and that speedily, cost what it may. 
Time is money. The war must be brought 
to u close next winter, at any cost. Better 
employ four or even five hundred thousand 
men, and close the war in one winter cam- 
paign, than carry it into another year by an 
economy of men and money. Say what force 
you want and it is at your service; only bear 
in mind that the rebellion must be crusbed 
out, and the leading rebels hung or driven 
from the country by next spring.' 

To this his Cabinet cordially assent; and 
Gen. Scott, to whom Mr. Lincoln looks to do 
the work, as readily undertakes the task. 
The old hero insists, however, that while a 
proclamation wip, if required, call half a 
million, of men into tho field, it takes lime to 
convert them into soldiers. “Make haste 
slowly,” is iiis motto; and as he has never re- 
treated and never met with a reverse, lie says 
to the Cabinet, “It is your duty to resist the 
outside pressure, and to preach patience to the 
people. AVe have abundance of men and 
money; and in due time we shall have abun- 
dance of the munitions of war. The only 
thing we are deficient in is patience; and that, 
gentlemen, you must give the people. AA’e j 
want time to make soldiers of our volunteers; 
we want time to organize the commissariat 
and baggage ira!n=; we want time to get 
ready to insure victory ;ar,d success; and wo 
want time to arrange every department of 
the arniv. and so organize our columns that 
we can predict weeks and even months in ad- 
vance, each day's ui rk. AYith inexhaustible 
means and any d, irable number of men, all 
of whom will be good soldiers by November, 
you have only to exercise patience, and on or 
before the 1st of May next, I pledge what 
little reputation I hme acquired, that the re- 
bellion shall be suppressed, tho Constitution 
and the laws be vindicated, and the union of 
the States re-established. The people have 
so willedj it; and with ordinary patience. 
every good citizen may feel assured that 
peace and quiet will pervade the country, nnd 
business subside into its usual channels before 
the 1st day of May, 1S62. 

Taken in connection with the above, the 
following, from a London paper, may not be 
uninteresting as harmonizing in its judgment 
of Gen. Scott’s character with the purposes t 
set forth by General AVebb: 

“General Scott is proverbially a slow com- ’ 
mander. He is always unpopular during his 
campaign. It is only when the campaign is | 
over and he has won — as he always has done [ 
— that the wisdom of his action is understood 
and he becomes popular. Higher praise j 
could not well have been bestowed upon any ! 
commander; for the parallel is an exact one 
with that paid the Duke of Wellington. He 
was always n slow coach — an old fogy. Ho i 
never seemed to be doing anything. But he 
always won. In the end he was always wor- 
shipped. At Torres A’edras, in the Peninsu- 
lar war, AVellington could have cut the 
French army to pieces in a few hours, with 
the loss of half his own. He waited, ma- 
noeuvred, nnd secured advantages for a week, 
and he obtained a much more decisive victory, 
with a loss that scarcely figured in the bulle- 
tin. Scott could have taken A'era Cruz in 
three days with the loss of three thousand 
men ; he took it in three weeks, and lost but j 
a hundred or two.” 

Peace Propositions of the Iowa Senate. 

The Iowa Senate, deploring in a preamble 
the existence of civil war and hoping for peace, 
passed the following resolutions, which we 
bail as a step in the right direction, and as an 
indication that the first frantic outburst of 
malignant feeling against the South is begin- 
ning to subside: 

Resolved, That the Senate of the State of 
Iowa recommend to the Government of the 
United States, in this, their most earnest ap- : 
peal, that while every preparation for the de- 
fense of the Government shall be innde, aces- ] 
sation of actual hostilities may take place 
until Congress shall have time to act in the 
premises. 

Resolved, That we recommend to Congress 
the calling of a National Convention for the 
settlement of our national difficulties, and that 
every possible honorable means shall be first 
exhausted by the National Government before 
our prosperous people be plunged into a civil . 
war, the ultimate result of which the wisest 
cannot foresee. 

Resolved, That w r e are opposed to a war 
prosecuted for the subjugation of the seceding 
States, w hile it is possible amicably to settle 
the difficulties now existing. 

Resolved, That we are opposed to the prose- 
cution of a war against the seceded States, 
waged under any circumstances for the emnn- ! 
cipation of the slaves of the Southern slave- j 
holding States. 

Resolved, That the Secretary of the Senate | 
be requested to forward a copy of these reso- 
lutions to the President of the United States 
and each of our Representatives in Congress

AVashington. June 22.

The Government has 
now under pay an army of nearly 250,000 
men. 

The latest from Europe is very encourag- 
ing. Prominent Englishmen write that they 
have no longer any doubt that tho Confeder- 
ate rebellion will be crusbed. Lord Lyons 
expresses such confidence. 

Slow as Gen. Scott moves, ho makes it a 
point to possess Richmond in a month. 

Advices from the interior of A r irginia re- 
present tho people as despondent and the ar- 
my poorly provided. General Scott’s delay, 
which irritates us, consumes them. 

The President's message will come square 
up to the mark. It has already been prepar- 
ed, and states the case most explicitly, leav- 
ing no space for compromise with the con- 
spirators. * 

Washington, June 24. — The Post-Office 

epartment has declared that Postmasters 
must disregard any stamps on letters bearing 
the mark of express companies, where then 
is reason to believe they came from disloyal 
Slates, but to deliver on paymentjof full post- 
age.

Letters from the Southern Con- 
federacy which have been forwarded to the \ 
dead letter office under the late rule of the 
department will be sent to their proper desti- 
nations in due time, an extra force having been 
employed in the general post-office to facili- 
tate their distribution.
